Supreme Court Overrules 

Ban On The Miracle, 

Cites Freedom Of Press 


Washington —(NC)— In an 
unanimous decision the Supreme 
Court has overruled New York 
State’s ban on the Roberto Rosel- 
lini movie “The Miracle,” which 
had been barred on grounds that 
it. was. sacrilegious. 


At the same time the court unan- 
imously ruled that movies are 
entitled to constitutional guaran- 
tees of free speech and free press. 
By this action it overthrew a 1915 
decision in an Ohio film censor- 
ship case which held that movies 
were primarily a form of enter- 
tainment. 


Justice Tom Clark, delivering the 
court’s main opinion, said that the 
New York State censor, in seeking 
to apply the definition of “sacri- 
legious,” is “set adrift upon a 
boundless sea amid a myriad of 
conflicting currents of religious 
views, with no charts but those 
provided by the most vocal and 
powerful orthodoxies.” 

“New York cannot vest such un- 
limited restraining control over 
motion pictures in a censor,” he de- 
clared. 

Since “sacrilegious” was the sole 
standard under attack in the 
“Miracle” case, Justice Clark said, 
the court did not have to decide 
whether a State may censor movies 
“under a clearly-drawn statute.” 

Produced by Roberto Rossellini 
in Italy, “The Miracle” was. one 
of a three-part omnibus picture 
called “Ways of Love.” The other 
two pictures were made in France. 

His Eminence Francis Cardinal 
Spellman, Archbishop of New 
York, called “The Miracle” blas- 
phemous, sacrilegious and an in- 
sult to Catholics. Msgr. Walter P. 
Kellenberg, New York Archdi- 
ocesan Chancellor, said the film 
was “a thinly veiled and blas- 
phemous ridicule of the birth of 
the Son of God.” It was condemned

The controversial film was ini- 
tially banned in New York Say by 
Edward T. McCaffey, License Com- 
missioner, but the ban was soon 
lifted pending court action. Next, 
the State Board of Regents revoked 
the license to exhibit the film in 
the State. The regents’ ban was 
upheld as constitutional by a 5 to 
2 decision of the Court of Appeals, 
the State’s highest tribunal. This 
decision was then appealed to the 
U. S. Supreme Court. 

In its ruling the New York State 
Appeals Court had said it did not 
consider the principle of freedom 
of the press to be involved. 
“Motion pictures have been ju- 
dicially declared to be entertain- 
ment spectacles, and not part of 
the press or organs of public 
opinion, and hence subject to 
State censorship,” the court said. 


“The statute does not muzzle 
either free speech or a free press,” 
the appeals court’s opinion contin- 
ued. “All it purports to do is to 
bar a visual caricature of religious 
beliefs held sacred by one sect 
or another .. .”

what is known as the Decalogue, 
‘or the laws written on two tablets 


The Ten Commandments. 

These tablets of stone were en- 
trusted to the care of Jewish 
priests, and enclosed in the “Ark 
of the Covenant.” 

After receiving the Command- 
ments Moses offered a_ sacrifice, 
and sprinkled the people with the 
blood of the victims, saying “This 
is the blood of the Covenant that 
the Lord made with you” (Edoxus 
24:8). 

You see here another figure of 
the Messias, Who, at the Last 
Supper, when He offered His own 
blood in sacrifice, said: “This is 
the blood of the new Covenant” 
(Matt. 26:28). 

The Jews promised to observe 


just as Christians today, they did 
not keep their promise any too 
well. For this they were attacked 
by serpents whose bite could be 
cured only by looking at a brazen 
serpent, another figure of the 
Messias. It was a serpent which 
brought the estrangement of man 
from God through Adam. Just as 
the brazen serpent was elevated 
so that it might be seen by all the 
people, so Christ was lifted up on 
the cross. 

The Jews looked for their cure 
to the brazen serpent; all the 
world looks for the cure of their 
spiritual ills to Christ crucified. 


When did Moses enter the Pro- 
mised Land? 

He was not permitted to enter 
it at all, but only to look upon it 
from a great distance. God “had 
led Moses to Mount Nebb, and 
told him to cast his eyes upon 
the promised land, which he was 
not permitted to enter. He died at 
the age of 120 years. That was 4 
temporal punishment for distrust- 
ing God’s word. When he was told 
that if he struck a rock with a rod 
water would flow from it, he hes- 
itated to believe. This sin was not 
a grievous sin, but was punished 
here instead of hereafter. It should 
teach us that even slight offenses 
against God must be repented, or 
removed at least by an Act of Con- 


trition. 

Before dying Moses gathered all 
the Jews together and had them 
renew their Covenant with the 


Lord, and he warned them against 
being unfaithful to their pro-

‘Moses God fed His people with 
bread which fell from Heaven: 
Christ feeds us “the living bread 
which comes down from Heaven.” 


Who led the Jews into the Pro- 
mised Land? 


It was Josue. At Jericho Josue 
reminded the Jews again of the 
Covenant which God had entered 
with Abraham and his successors. 
Josue was also a figure of the Mes- 
sias. His name means “Savior.” 
Josue led the Israelites into the 
Promised Land; only through 
Christ was the way to Heaven for 
_all mankind made possible. 


| After the death of Josue who 
' became the leader of the Jews? 

They were governed by Judges, 
‘one at a time. Later they were 
|ruled by Kings, of whom Saul was 
ithe first, David the second, and 
‘Solomon the third. 


| It was prophesied that Christ 
‘would be born of the “House of 
David.” Jesus was called the “Son 
'of David” to express his human 
| ity 

' David was also a figure of the

| Solomon built the first temple 
'which required seven years, al- 
‘though 100,000 men worked on the 
‘project. God had given him great 
‘riches because he had asked for 
wisdom instead of riches. But his 
riches were his downfall. He died 
lamenting the fact that his life 
was spent in pleasures and amuse 
ments, which not only did not 
‘make him happy, but threatened 
'his eternal salvation

Use Holy Water?

ask God's blessing on those who 
use it, and to seek protection from 
the powers of darkness. Early 
Egyptians used holy water, and 
even required their priests to 
bathe in it four times a day! 
Greeks, Romans, Brahmins, Amer- 
ican Indians, all used water in a 
ceremony of purification. Since 
water was and still is the best 
cleansing agent, it’s an appro- 
riate symbol for cleansing sin 
rom our souls. 

One other thing to be under- 
stood. about holy water is that the 
Catholic Church recognizes and 


uses four distinct kinds. The first ° 


kind is baptismal water, blessed 
with special solemnity on Holy 
Saturday, and with holy oils 
mingled with it. This form is used 
solely for the administration of 
solemn Baptism (naturally, ordin- 
ary water is used for “private” 
Baptism.) : 

A seeond kind of holy water has 
wine, ashes and salt mingled with 
it. This is called “Gregorian wa- 
ter” after the Pope who ordeted 
its use. It is used by bishops for 
consecrating churches. 

The third form is the so-called 
“Easter water.” This is distributed 
on Holy Saturday. Some is used 
in the church Baptismal font; some 
receives the holy oils and is bless- 
ed as Baptismal water; and some 
is given to the people to take 
home. : 

The fourth form of holy water 
is the one we know best, the kind 
that is blessed by the priest and 
placed at the doors of the church. 
It is also used by the priest to 
bless the people before High Mass, 
in a ceremony Called the “Asper- 


‘l Shall Be Cleansed’ 

The word “Asperges” is the 
opening word of a verse of the 50th 
Psalm: “Thou~<shalt sprinkle me 
with hyssop, O Lord, and I shall 
be cleansed.” This ceremony re- 
news the memory of our Baptism, 
by which we were cleansed of sin 
Incidentally, you are still blessed 
even if the holy water does not 
reach you-——the blessing is for the 
entire congregation 

The prayers used in blessing 
t?e water are yery beautiful, ind 
they explain our use of holy wa 
ter.

Catholics And The Public Schools 


As part of its answer to recent attacks on nonpublic educa- 
tion, the executive board of the National Catholic Educational 
Association took occasion at NCEA’S April, 1952 convention in 


the public schools. The five-point statement, issued on April 
15, declares: | , 


1. Catholics believe in the public school. 


2. Catholics believe that as citizens, like all other 
citizens, they have an obligation to pay taxes for the sup- 
port of the public schools in their community. 

3. Catholics have not interfered and will not interfere 
with the justifiable expansion of the public-school system. 

4. Catholics have a civic duty to take an active interest 
in the welfare of the public schools in their community. 

5. Catholics have great admiration for the rank and 
file of public-school teachers who in a spirit of self-sacrifice 
and dedication to American ideals have stuck to their posts 
despite the relatively low salaries paid to them in many 
localities. 


‘Catholics Do Much For Public Schools 


| 


Catholics do far more for the public schools than any other 
'group of citizens. 

More than half of all Catholic children in the United States 
attend the public schools, and in the parochial schodls the public 
school curriculum is taught. 


The article we are considering claims that the purpose of the 
parochial school is “to indoctrinate children until they are un- 
shakable Roman Catholics. The teaching of arts and sciences is 
completely secondary.” The fact, of course, is that religious 
instruction is confined to one period of the school day, and that 
the other six or seven periods are devoted to the very same 
things taught in the public schools. How could we be against the 
' public schools for what they teach, if we teach the same things? 


The real purpose for which parochial schools exist is to 
‘meet the right of the child to learn about its Creator, His Com- 
|'mandments, its Redeemer and His plan of salvation, etc. To 
‘become familiar with these truths is one of the inalienable 
rights which every child has. 

One would suppose from the article examined that the paro- 
chial school system is a new thing introduced by the Catholic 
Church to rival the public school system. As a matter of fact, 
all schools, from the beginning of this nation until 1840, were 
religious schools, and no President of the United States from 
George Washington to Abraham Lincoln, inclusively, attended a 
public school—because none existed. 

The colonial schools were all religious—and nearly all Pro- 
testant. Hence the Catholic parochial school is a mere continua- 
tion of what was the original American schoel. By a unanimous 
vote the Supreme Court of the United States, in 1924, placed the 
private and public schools on the same plane, to the disappoint- 
ment of the Southern Jurisdiction of Scottish Rite Freemasonry, 
which fought for a contrary decision. 

There are so many other blunders in this speech that we 
shall revert to,it, and to similar falsehoods circulated by mem- 
bers of anti-Catholic organizations. You may look to this column 
for the “nailing of a lie” in every issue.
